the vulgar name—becatise of the peculiar 
noise they make. Their eyes are bright, 
skin of a buff color, with black spots and 
rings, and under’ the magnetic touch of, 
Prof. Christy areas gentle as kittens ; in- 
deed they seem to delight in having bim 
wrap them around his arms, They may 
be considerable ornanients to the North 
State. 

Not so with the black racer,—which 
deigns to reposo in the same cage with the 
bull snakes only through compulsion, With 
his head elevated, and neck ma -nificent! 
curved, vou behold the monarch of Ameri- 
can’ snakes, He receives the fondlings of 
Prof. Christy with disdain, darts forth bis 
black arrowy tongue, and shakes bis tail as 
a warrior of old would his spenr, a‘waroing 
t> mankind not to presume too much ov 
triendship. 

The joint snake is the wonder of the col- 
lection. It is now shedding its skin and is 
torpid, 80 much 80 a8 to admit of being 
handled at pleasure, We felt of its body, 
and it appeared cold and bard as a polish- 
ed stick of wood. Tt lives chiefly in holes 
in the ground when at home, and is called 
a “joint snake! because of the structure of 
its tail, by means of the joints of which it 
can throw itself several fret, 

‘The horrid looking rattlesnakes and the 
spreading adder oceupy separate apartments 
in the same box, which is covered with 
glass —« thin partition between life and 
death, There are holes through the parti- 
tions to admit of a circulation of air, and 
through one of these we found that the ad- 
der bad succeeded in drawing about # foot 
of his body into the apartment of his neigh: 
bor, tho largest rattlesnake, but was unable 
to get either forward or back, Fortunately, 
the apartments are too close to admit of a 
combat,

THE BATILE OF SOLFERINO. 


In the late battle of Solferino, between 
the Allies and the Austrians, it is comput- 
od that 350,000 so'diers were engaged for 
at least twelve bours, Of these 300,000 
were armed with muskets. Suppose eacli 
one fired once in ten minutes or six times 
‘nap hour, then the number of shots fired 
was twenty one millions six hundred thot 
sand; or, if once in Gve minutes, forty-three 
million two lundred thousand—if once: in 
ven minutes, then only one shot tells fatally 
vn seven hundred and twenty; if once fn 
five minutes, then only one in fourteen hnn- 
dred and forty} because the nutnber killed 
from the beginning to the termination of 
the battle was less than twenty fiye thou- 
ssnd—thus, ten thousand Austrians and 
filteen thousand Italians and French. Add 
to the twetity-one million six huncred 
thousand shots, the tens of thousands of 
balls discharged respectively by the Aus- 
trian and French field of ordnance, then 
how comforting the truth that not mach 
more than ong bal) in a thousand tells fa- 
tally in the batwle field—a thousand fall 
harmless at the soldier’s feet. Amid all the 
improvements in this our age, the improve- 
ments in the arts of war, like the feelings of 
Goldsmith's pious Vicar, lean all. on virtne’s 
side, The implements of death, wielded at 
Wagram, Lodi, ‘Austerlits, and Waterloo, 
were imminently more successful.

Tue New Law As to Juposent Sum- 
Monses.— We find, on reference to the 
Law Journal for June (page 122,) that the 
clause.of the old law, by which “in case of 
non-appeatance of the debtor at the time of 
the summons, the plaintiff could apply to 
the Judge for an order to commit him for 
default, which the Judge was required to 
grant, unless a sufficient reason for non-at- 
tendance was showr on the part of defend- 
ant,” is thus remedied * by providing that 
a party failing to attend shall not be liable 
to be committed for the default, unléss the 
Judge is watisfied that his non attendance is 
wilful, or that be has been ¢1ice summoned 
and failed to appear without any, reason 
shown, and that if the Jadge sees at the 
hearing he ought not to have been eum, 
moned, he may order the plaintiff to pay 
him for bis trouble and attendance. The 
examination also may be taken in the 
Judge's private room; and if a party be 
once discharged upon examination he is 
not liable to be again sumtooned except the 
creditor can shew that the debtor has not 
made a full disclosure of his property, or 
has since acquired means.”

With re 
gard to the extravagant views that were 
entertained in many quarters in relation tu 
the effect of the war upon food, we find 
some interesting facts published by the 
United States Economist, which are derived 
from. a document addressed to the Prefect 
of the Seine by M. Dr. Chambray, Chief 
of the Bureau for the distribution ot food 
to the poor of Paris in 1846-7. We

Thus in the years of war in France wheat 
was cheaper than in time of peace, and for 
the obvious reason that under ordinary cit- 
cumstances France produces a surplus, and 
it could not export in time of war. For 
the same rexson, England—which never 
produces enough for her own wants—is 
greatly émbarrassed in tins of war, if the 
crops are deficient.— Witness. 


Destruction of Grasshoppers, 


Two grasshoppers and an ear of wheat 
lie before us, the grasshoppers dead and the 
wheat dying. How the grasshoppers came 
to their death is evident. A worm, as 
large as.a grain of gunpowder, and of a 
carmine complexion, having fastenod itself 
upon the wings of the grasshopper, has 
penetrated into the body of the insect under 
the scales, at the junction of the wings with 
tle body, and poisoned him. There is 
more than one worm upon these dead 
bodies: and what is still more remarkuble, 
the field, about three miles north east of 
Port Hope, from which these grasshoppers 
were taken, is strewn with myriads of 
grasshoppers dead and dying, the victims 
of this worm, which, apparently, is similar 
to that which bas destroyed tho gugiter 
portion of the ear of corn, although the 
corn worm is somewhat larger in size and 
of an orange color, Tho root crops were 
beitig rapidly eaten up by clouds cf grass. 
hoppers, when thts scarlet grub appeared 
and destroyed the destroyer,—Port Hope 
Allas, 


Seconp Growrn or Wuieat.—Some 
Farm: in Duwfries and others, scouted 
the idea of a second growth of wheat which 
had been injured by the frost. But that 
a second growth is possible, has been proved 
by the experience of Mr. William Anderson, 
an exporienced and suocesful wheat grower 
in Beverly, In the Spring be bad three 
acres of very raul Fall Wheat, which gave 
promiso of an enormous yield. When the 
frosts came, it was just out in ear, and was 
completely rufned, Scarvely a plant was 
left standing, Mr. Anderson gave it up as 
completoly lost, but on passing the field a 
few woeks afterwards, lo was much sur 
prised to find that fresh plants had shot 
from the roots, and were already twelve 
inches high, Mr. Anderson in orms us 
that from this second crop, he will reap at 
least from ten to fifteen Pistols por acre! 
Tho few who plowed up thoir wheat have, 
wo think, acted fur too Gastlly.o-Doamfried 
Reformer.

Tue Copper Currency.—The new Post 
age Law has led to censidgrable discussion 
with regard to the legal vaiue of the cop- 
por coinage of the empire; some post-mas 
ters, it seems, having demanded th» peony 
asacont. In this city we believe such injus: 
tice has not been attempted; nor should it be 
submitted to elsewhere, Our contempora 
ries who bave been urging so earnestly. the 
introduction of a new copper coinage to ob- 
viate the difficulty, will find that.a simpler 
remedy has already beea provided by the 
Currency Act of 1853, the 10 section of 
which declares ; 

“Phat the Copper Coins of the United 
Kingdom shall bo lawfully current therein, 
pass current and be a legal tender in this 
Province,sto the amount of one shilling cur~ 
rency and no more in any one payment, at 
the following rates, that is to say; the Cop- 
per Penny for two Cents, the Copper half 
ponny for one Gent, and any other subdivi- 
sions of the said Coppor Penny for propor 
tionate sums; Provided always, that any 
Copper Coins of like weights with those afore- 
said respectively, which Her Majesty may di- 
rect to be struck for the purpose, shall pass 
current and bea legal tender in this Province, 
at the like rates and to the like amount in 
any one payment; and that if such Copper 
Coins be, struck, Her Majesty may, if she 
sees fit, declare by Proclamation that the 
Copper Coins of the United Kingdom shall 
not be lawful money of this Province after w 
day to be appointed in such Proclamation,

Up to the present, Lord Macaulay's abili- 
ties and integrity as a historian have not beon 
questioned. Standing on the dazzling heights 
of ambitious pre-eminence as a British histo- 
rian,--with a style as magnificent and gor- 
geous as it was clear and vigorous—with a 
knowledge as yast and comprebensive as it 
was minute and exhaustless,—with a judg- 
nient whose powers of analysis were equalled 
only by its philosophical generalizations and 
with a memory which to common mortils 
might sco well nigh omniscient, possessing 
as we may say all these extraordinary gifts 
and acqnirements, it scemed presumptuous: 
to criticise, ‘Lhe critics were fora time over- 
powered by tho brilliancy, and silent with 
dumb amazement, or spoke only to culogize 
and applaud. The whole English nation, as 
well as tho English reading world, have been 
enraptared by his history, which is yet un- 
finished, and his Sovereign has rewarded the 
gifted author with a Peerage, a¥ an evidence 
of her esteem and admiration.

|lady, but wonk-minded and Sorel Male om: 

braced the Roman Catholic faith, and de- 
termined to become a vun, Sho entered 
the Convent at Montreal, and was removed 
thence to Toledo, secretly and without the 
| knowledge of her parents; and although 
|sho had written repeatedly to them, none 
lof these letters reached their destination ; 
and the consequenco was that her father 
had great difliculty in dise»vering her place 
of secretion. ‘Tho ecclesiastics of the. Ro 
man Catholic Church, when applie® to by 
Mr. Starr, denied all knowledge of the af 
fair, although it is perfectly evident that 
some of them must have known something 
aboug it at the time, Again, why were 
Miss Starr's lettors suppressed? Who had 
a right to prevent her communicating with 
her parents if she wished!

which may suit the Colonial Office or some ih 
fluential friends in London; he is not a tutor 
of rank above his means, who has proved him- 
welf fit to be a meniber of a local board, and 
who cannot rise above the narrow idens of his 
old position. Mr, Cobden is an English poli- 
tician, who has been an earnest adyocate of 
popular rights and economical government, 
and who thorouglily understands the working 
of constitutional government. It has not suit- 
ed the views of English rulers to send such 
men to the colonies. They would probably 
have been chosen by Cromwell had he lived 
in our day; if the Duke of Newcastle does it, 
he will be the first of his class to acknowledge 
that a liberal, popular politician is best suited 
to repreaeit his Sovereign in a colony which 
possesses a democratic constitution, There 
would be no danger of such a man os Mr. 
Cobden committing the infamous breaches of 
propriety of law and of the constitution of 
which Sir Edmund Head has been guilty— 
The ‘double shuffle,’ the refusal of the dissolu- 
tion, the expenditure of money without the 
consent of Parliament, the sale of public offi- 
ces, the fraudulent letting of contracts—none 
of these things, nor tle hundred other crimes 
of the coalition, could possibly be sanctioned 
by the member for Rochdale, We might also 
anticipate from Mr, Cobden, so far a8 his in-

Tho Now York Jerald confidontly look» 
forward to u very active business in’ bread- 
stuffs this fall, and is also of opinion that 
the export of wheat and whoat flour will be

Gronct, The nowspaper states that wy ar- 
rival at Toledo, was a tatter of eurprise,— 
Tho Superior of the Toledo Convent was in 
trodheed to ino at the Grey Nunpery in 
Montreal, “and ‘actually elaadestinoly pro- 
cured “ty citrpot big from a room inethe 
convent where ithad been locked up through 
mistake, and then they mado it appear in 
theepaper,. L was unknown. to thom, My 
firat letter, after leaving home, waa written 
from Sandwich to my mother, sent to Mi. 
Pliithert at Toronto, and he enclosed it to 
MU: Graret, who posted it in Montreal, The

thooght TF tolght be ta want of suramer Ap. 
parol, The day you camo for mo J had 


his decision, and Mr, Granet took it}, 


Mr. Pillbert sent me 
the Jattor already inantioned wlio L was in 
Toledo, without my masking for it, saying he 


inquired if he had seen ine, i could say 
trnthfally. he tad not: Te also said he felt 
the deepest sympathy, and had that morning 
at mass stied tears» on my account. That 
evening there was A tea-party at; tho house 
was staying at; the Bishop. was invited, 
hutsent word through Madame Poisson and 
Mr, Philbert, he could not come, from the 
same reasons already mentioned; bat Ma- 
dame Poisson and Mr. Philbert took tea, In 
I] this atfair the Bishop saw me often, said 
he would see abont it all, and’ make Mr. 
Philbert and Madame Poisson his employee: 
le has even written to Paris, to arrange with 
the Carmelite there, and had quite intended 
to send ie there in a few weeks. Io had a 
long talk with me abont it, did all he conld 
to enconrage it, and gave mo a little book and 
a medal, This ddes not look like having not 
linving aided me one howr jn my cynceni- 
ment. “That I have nov given anysindica- 
tion false or true, whenishe was inqnirod af 
ter, because I was not questioned on the mag 
” Mr, ——, met my papa on the street, 
ined me, told him that when 
mto, he had a conversation 
dont ie with the Bishop, but that lie did 
at know anything about where I was, and 
Mr. Philbert even writing to me how glad 
ie Bishop was to hear that I had srrived 
safely at Toledo. ‘That she never received 
from me avy pecuniary aid, or any promise 
iereof, for carrying her plaus into execu- 
ion.” It is true I never received any money 
mi the Bishop; bat one day when I was 
speaking (0 hin, before Mr. Brnyero, tlie 
Bishop said he would pay ny expenses across 
the Auantic, and I hat better save my own 
money for the convent ju Paris. * That she 
lias been heard several tines complaining of 
iny coolness, and of iny not seconding her de- 
signs.” On the contrary, when Bishop Char- 
Lonnol sent ie so inany kid imessnges 
through Tit friend M.dame Poisson, I ox- 
ressuil to her how kind he was to take suél 
deep interest ia me and my plans, 
1 think 1 have explained myselt clearly, 
and have told the trath as truthfally us it I 
were speaking to my God, and to whom 
dove I shall have to give an account at the

The preceding in tie'r composition bear 
evidence of the inind of a young inexpe- 
rienced girl; and she does not exculpute 
herselt trom blame, 
Thad not seen these letters, nor any 
copy of them, until to-day; butyesterday, 
Whilo at Saratoga, T asked her several ques: 
tions and wrote down hier replies. and af- 
terwards read them to lier in the presence 
of her mother and asked her if 1 had cor- 
rectly recorded them, to which she replied

‘The information they contain will not be 
fourid—at least not so clearly stated—in 
hor letters; and T beg to call’ attention to 
the facts they embrace in connection with 
the statements mude by Bishop Charbonnel 
and Mr, Granet. (It is siti that he and 
“The Friend of Truth” are identical ) 

, Miss Stare dind seven. or eight personal 
interviews with Bishop Charbonnel, 

In neatly all these intorviows wore pre 
sent the Vicar Genoral Hy r, Bruyere), Mr. 
Plilbert, and Madame Poisson,« On Mr. 
Granov’s alithority, she states that Bishop 
Charbonnel sent a person to Baltimore to 
seo if the Conyents there were suitable for 
her (being the only Carmelite convent in 
America), and finding there were disputes 
thore, it was not deeindd desirable to send 
jor there, 

Mr. Philbort wrote to her at Montreal, 
and also at Toledo,and that she bad de 
stroyed all his letters, as he lind previously 
requested hee to do (why?) ond in one of 
these letters he stated that Bishop Char. 
bonnel had written to Parig to ask if slie 
could bo ‘received into Convent there, 
and that he was waiting for an anawor, 
{t was arranged that as Mr. Philbert and 
Mad. Poisson were about to return to Paria, 
sho should accompany them. It was 
Bishop Charbonnel’s own plan for hor to 
go to Paris, and was never suggested by 
hor. 

_ She was sent to'Voledo to wait there un- 
til the answer came from Paris, 
Sho gave no! authority whatever to Mr, 
Granot to retain her letter addressed to 
ber mother; and supposed hor mothor had 
received it in duo course, 
At Toledo bho was forced to: sond her 
lottur to hor fathor through « private and 
hecrot chinnel, as eho felt sure the nuns 
would nover have forwarded it to him une 
loss tindor cover to n Pricat in Montreal. 
On the Sunday at Toronto, while staying 
with « Oatholia family (arranged by the 
Bishop.) ho, Bishop Oharbonnol, sont hor 


steps towards being a Roman Catholic, or 
had decided fully to become one, She at- 
tended Protestant Churches with her par- 
ents, and there with them partook of the 
Holy Communion, and never shewed any 
repugnance to thus joining in our devotions. 
There, could, therefore, have been none of 
the “persecution” and tyranny.” with 
Which we haye recently been charged to- 
wards our child. All was sweet and har- 
monious affection between us, and her wish- 
es were in no way “opposed,” because they 
Were not expressed. 

Miss Starr was born on the 28th May, 
1838, and as she left her parents for the 
convent on the 28th May, 1859, she was, 
or would have been at noon, of the age of 
21 years on that day. The plans and ar 
rangements for her flight were, therefore, 
all concocted and matured while she was 
stilla minor; but it was cunningly devis- 
ed that the aefual abandonment of her par 
ents should not take place until 6 o'clock 
of the morning of the day she became of 
lawful aye. But is the morality of the 
act less on this account? Is a child's af 
fections and regard for her parents to cease 
because she has been nurtured and protect 
ed by them forjust 21 years? Would par- 
ents be justified in withdrawing their love 
and care of a daughter for the sole cause 
Uint ther could at A certain date legally do 
sot Does the command in Holy Writ, 
“Honor thy father and thy mother,” limit 
itself to the minority of the cnild ? 

But she was then in law, 21 years of 
Age, and what can justify the actors in this 
deplorable case for tha conduct. they pur 
sued, when they knew my child had then 
A night to choose her own religion and ber 
come & Nun, if she pleased: 

Tt was the duty of all these Priests, and 
especially of Bishop Charbonne:, to have 
given her better advice, She appealed to 
the Bishop with all that blind confidence 
With which a young convert regards the 
sacred office of a Bishop, aud had. he re- 
buked the wish she expressed, and used his 
influence to compel her to express, unre 
servadly and affectionately, ler desire to 
her pavents, ske would have done so, aud 
all'the misery which has ensued, would 
have been saved. 

Itwas tho duty of each ‘and all these 
reverent gentlemen to have informed her 
parents of the decision their daughter had 
come to; and a Right Rey. Prelate of that 
Church remarked to me. recently in em- 
phatic terms, “I care not, Sir, what your 
daughter told: the Priests. It was their 
duty to investigate its ruth, and inform her 
parents.” 

Why then the systematic secrecy re- 
garding a danghter possessed of such 


the child in all the agony of doubt and 
suspense for six long weeks? We travelled 
all about Oanada in search of hor—my 
ows mind distracted from my business, anid 
my time ocoupied in useless Soareh, and in 
curring needless heavy expenses, which I 
could ify afford, We knew not where 
our child was—eyen the letters to her 
mother, which she supposed liad been re- 
ceived, were retnined by Mr. Granct. We 
kuew not whether she ‘was living or dend 
—and reports were ciroulated highly pre- 
Judicial to the peace of the family. One, 
that she had eloped with a lover! We 
denied it, and said she was in a convent, 
but when asked what convent, we could 
not reply, and were not belioved, 
those parties who knew of her conceal- 
tment, and were aiders and betters in it, 
can avoid the severest censure in. not im 
intoly relieving our minds from such 
painful Lape and saving us the waste 
of 60 much time and money in stich fruit 
less searches. We had no power to remove 
her against her will; even had we desired 
to do 40; and again, I isk, why were we 
kept thus fn ignorance 4 

Sho was at Loludo kept informed by the 
Priests, lier correspondents, of all that 
passed lore as regards our saaches for har. 
They, Wioretore, know our movements, and 
the deep and painful anxiety wo wore suf 
fering. They must then have known that 
when Mra, Starr and. T commenced visiting 
the nunnories and tho clergy to find our 
Ghitd, we stated continually and most pub? 
licly to Bishops, Priests, Suporiors of Cons 
vonts, Nuns, everybody to whom wa Apoko, 
that our anxiety wax simply to discover 
where she was, and if we found hor in a 
Conuent wall, and happy to remain there, 
we would not use one word to dissuade her 
from her plans, but leave her in. the Con. 
vont for life if sho pleased to remain thare, 
and that wo would while she remained 


word by Madame Polson that lio would 
liko her to reeoive the communion at his 
éhurch, but he was afraid’ she might be 


thore hold no commmunteation with hor,— 
that wordid’ not oppose bor becoming a 


Catholic, but we know that she was too

feeble and colieate to perforin the arduous 
slutios of the sisterhood, 

Now with all chis plain and decided an- 
nouncement on our part, We werd still for 
sovern! weeks longer kept in iguorance ro- 
epecting our child, ‘These facts nood no 
comment. 

With respect to tho various Nunnorioa 
we visited in Quebec and Montrenl, I feol | 
bound to state that fn all cases the ladies 
who preside over thém as Superiors, cheor 
fully nnd kindly givo ua audience, nnd ox 
pressed much sympathy for our distross, 
and a dosiro to nid usin our ysenreh ; and 
I believe toy were most sincere in all they 
said. Even tho Superior of the Grey 
Nuns in this city, T believe, was kept in ig« 
norance of my davgliter’s place of retreat, 
although it was known to three of the 
nuns. only lament that the discipline of 
that convent could permit three of the 
sisterhood to keep the seoret from. their 
Superior, whon the. Bishop of Montreal 
himself most kindly exerted limedlf to find 
out where Miss Stare was concealed. 

As to Bishop Charbonnell’s share in this 
disgraceful affair, Lwould remark that it is 
clearly proved he did advise the courso she 
adopted. He knew she bad proceeded to 
the convent at Toledo, and in addition to 
tny daughter's statement Thad the volun: 
tary evidence of the Superior of the Tuledo 
Conyent to thateffect, ‘That be pretended 
not to know that sho was there, is proved 
by the remark made to me in the street at 
Montreal a few days only before I left for 
Toledo, A gentleman,.whose high social 
position is unquestioned, and whoisn Roman 
Catholic, but whore name I do not give, for 
[can easily understand be would not like 
to be paraded before the public, mixed up 
in any way with this affiir (and therefore 
I have not asked his consent to publish it,) 
remarked to me that when » few days since, 
being in Toronto, knowing our anxiety, he 
bad called on Bishop Charbonnel), but could 
get no information whatever as to the place 
of Miss Starr's retreat. 

My eldest daughter, Mrs, DeVerd Fisher, 
then resident in ‘Toronto, and herself a 
Roman Catholic, informs me that she went 
t» the Bishop's Palace to try and find out 
where her sister was concealrd, and not 
buing able to sce the Bishop, she spoke to 
the Vicar General, M. Bruyere,—and. that 
M,. Bruyere wrote, by the Bishop's order, a, 
letter addressed to all the Superiors of Con- 
vents in Toronto, toallow her to visit them 
in search of her sister, and thus sent her, in 
the hottest of summer weather, on what 
they knew to be “a fool's errand.” When 
she afterwards learned I had found her sis: 
ter in Toledo, she says, (I quote her own 
words) :-—*" When we spoke to M, Bruyere 
of the cruel deceit practiced on us, no satis: 
faction could be obtained, Ee had. bis 
reasons, and important ones, for so activg-— 
8 hie suid.” 

The public will compare theso fucts with 
Bishop Charbonoell’s statement, 

As to Mr. Grante, his conduct has been 
mmst reprehensible and ungenilemanly 
throughout. He encouraged her,—gave 
her money, and kept back from her sufter- 
ing mother the letters enclosed to him, and 
which might have assuaged her grief. The 
letter of my daughter to her mother, hand 
ed by his Solicitor to mine a few days since 
ona wiitten demand for its surrender, has 
not been opened since it left his hands, It 
bears the appearance of baving been opened 
and resealed while in. his possession ; and a 
gentleman, who is a bigh’ official sin the 
Post Olive Department, has examined it 
and given his opinion that such, appears to 
have been done. 

I had a strong suspicion from tho first 
that the priests at the Seminary were in 
some way concerned in my daughter's 
t, and so [stated frankly to the Bishop 
of Montreal, and asked him to have each ot 
them examined as to what they did know 
of MissSturr. The Bishop, 1 was informed 
it his palace afterwards, and from another 
source, addressed # letter accordingly to the 
Superior of the Seminary, and requested 
him to examine all the priests and discover 
and report to him any information he 
could obtain of my missing child. 
M. Grante was himself the Syperior; and 
his own letters, published under the signa- 
ture of “A Friend of Truth, explained 
bow much wiser the Bishop became in 
consequence. Several of the Montreal 
journals haye properly characterized these 
arta) communications, 

M. Grante and the otherclergy that haye 
shared in this affair bave gratuitously as- 
sumed towards my child the duties of her 
fither, and I am grateful to them for their 
unasked assumption of my duties. Mr, 
Philbert has pursued a line of conduct 
worthy of the severest. reprehension from 
every honest minded man; and M. Bon: 
nissant, co-mpurating with Mr. Grante, hus 
rendered himself obnoxious to the same 
censure which is accorded to-him. 

I now would notice the communication 
which appeared in a Toledo newspaper, 
Wrilten, it js said, at the instance of the 
Nuns of the Convent there. The article 
states that Miss Stare was: free” and treat 
ed in all respects as pn “visitor. Let us ex: 
amine the fucts. Are “visitors” compelled

BRIEF HINTS FOR THE GARDEN, 


Frequent stirring of ‘the soil about all 
growing crops, in the absence of rain adinits 
af the action of the atmosphere, and they 
enjoy the benefit of the dews—both most 
salutary in their effects, 

Mulching trees transplanted : this. spring, 
also tomato plants, as well as strawberry 
beds recently get out, is highly to be com- 
mended, ~ 

Wood ashes liberally sown under large 
trees, where the grass has disappeared, will 
speedily produce white cloyer and other 
grasses, 

The white and yellow turnip-rooted rad- 
ish should follow the oar'y redy which will 
dot stahd the liot suns of sunnier, 

Carefully tie up the rosea and other 
flowering plants and shrubs requiring it. 
In another place, wire supports are recom 
mended, 

Currents, gooseberries, Llackberries and 
raspberries should be mulched with leaves 
or light stable manure regularly twice a year. 
It will not only keep down the weeds—the 
great enemy of these fruits—but it will cre- 
aton fine, rich Joam, and afford abundant 
crops. 

Yor gardou walks, there ia no material, 
in our judgment, equal to coal ashes. It 
tho walks or aleys are dug Out six inclies, 
and filled up with these—ushes, and rolled, 
iv will abt not only as a drain to the alley, 
but to the adjoining beds. In the wettest 
weatlior, and in all yensons these walks ate 
in good condition, “If but twenty or thirty 
yards a year are mado in this way, in a 
fow years the whole garden will have these 
adinirable. paths; aud after they can be 
topdressed every spring with the accumula: 
ted ashes during winter, and again rolled 
over.— Germantown Telegraph.

Mr. Tsnac Childs, of this village, has in- 
troduced n Uhis vicinity the practice o 
catching grasshoppers, and it is now in soe 
cessful operation, many others having adop 
ted it, These pets are threatening to de- 
vour whit was left by the freeze, 
By means of a piece of cloth five or six 
yards long and two wide, with a pole sewer 


on each side, Which are carried by Woo men 
over the heads of the grain or grass, in such 
a way that the cloth shall forn a bag be 
hind them, the month of whieh is between 
the poles, Mr, has canght 6 or 8 bushels 
in the course of as many hours. and the ene 
terprise bids fair te save his grain, 

Now we submit that this is an enterprise 
worthy the attention of fimers—where 
grasshoppers are thick, A summer's crop 
ay be saved at asmull cost, boys in this 
village off-r to eateh them at 25ets per 
bushel, nnd itis said that swine eat them 
greedily.

She has shown how 
much itis pessible to make use of, in cove of 
need, tle vilest political ond religious calum- 
nies against nations, who, on th ir part, ridi- 
cule her Bibles and e;hemeral grandeur. Tt 
is impossible fo express to what point she las 
sunk Edrope in ixnominy; to what degree 
she has materialized humanity; to repair ber 
work would require centuries aiid several yen- 
erations of Kings, who, like Napoleon, would 
know how to bear proudly the flay of civiliza- 
tion. ‘This is: universally felt; every one ex= 
pouts from the sword of France a great justice 
and a grand ve ce; every one will Kee 
with a certain satisfaction England humbled 
in her pride, deprived of her colonies, and 
chained in her solitary islind, Humanity and 
civilization would breathe freely for a moment, 
and liberty would re-uppear among the na- 
tions,”
